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Failings on security, heating and teaching highlighted 

NURSERY RATED 
AS INADEQUATE

A NURSERY in Darlaston has 
been branded ‘inadequate’ af¬ 
ter it was discovered children 
did not have access to drink¬ 
ing water, the rooms were too 
cold, and anybody could walk 
in off the street. 

An Ofsted inspector also found the 
quality of teaching to be weak at Mu¬ 
sic Box nursery in Salisbury Street, 
and that communication with par¬ 
ents was not always effective. 

Staff did not regularly observe and assess 
children’s learning or plan challenging activi¬ 
ties, or keep a note of the youngsters’ attend¬ 
ance which made it difficult in the event of an 
emergency. 

Inspector Trish Turney visited the Music 
Box in February. Her report said: “Children 
do not receive the support they need to make 
progress in their learning, particularly in their 
communication and language development. 

Prepare 

“They do not develop confidence or learn to 
participate in activities for long periods of time. 
They have little motivation to play and learn. 
Children do not gain the key skills to help pre¬ 
pare them for the next stage of their learning 
or eventual move to school.” 

She added: “Staff do not always implement 
effective measures to keep children safe. Un¬ 
authorised persons can enter the building and 
the nursery rooms without staffs knowledge. 
Staff do not promote children’s good health and 
well-being effectively. The temperature in the 
nursery is too low and staff do not ensure chil¬ 
dren have regular access to drinking water.” 

Ms Turney highlighted the one strength of 
the nursery as children being able to develop 
some physical skills by playing on wheeled toys 
or by rolling balls. Music Box looks after a total 
of 15 children aged two to three. 

In her report she added that, for the nursery 
to reach suitable standards, a system must be 
put in place to assess children’s learning and 
make their time there a ‘challenging and enjoy¬ 
able experience’, while also involving parents 
and ensuring any needs are addressed quickly. 

Music Box did not respond to requests for 
comment.

IT’S a remarkable story of enduring friendship in spite of the 
divisions of war . . . 

One Second World War African campaign veteran, Graham 
Stevenson, aged 93, from Walsall, counts former German 
counterpart, Karl Friedrich ‘Charley’ Koenig, as a good friend. 

Some 75 years ago, both men were fighting on opposite sides 
of the battle lines in the African desert. 

The pair first came into contact in Tunisia in March 1943 
without realising, Mr Koenig as part of the German 5th Pan¬ 
zer Division and Mr Stevenson in the Sherwood Rangers Yeo¬ 
manry Tank Regiment. 

However, years on, the pair are now the only surviving 
members of an old comrades’ association which has tran¬ 
scended the opposing factions they represented, with the Ger¬ 
man veteran being made an honorary Sherwood Ranger.

Bomb threat at 
college campus 

THOUSANDS of students were evacuated 
from Walsall College after it received ‘false 
and malicious’ bomb threats. The college 
was one of hundreds of schools and colleges 
across the country to receive the threats. 

It remained shut for the day after announc¬ 
ing on its social media pages at 11.44am on 
Monday that it was clearing all of its cam¬ 
puses due to the incident. 

Campuses on Littleton Street West, Green 
Lane, Broadway and Portland Street were af¬ 
fected, with scores of students turned away 
as they attempted to enter sites. 

West Midlands Police said there was noth¬ 
ing to suggest there was any ‘credible threat’ 
to any of the schools or colleges targeted. 
The force has launched an investigation into 
the threats. 

Walsall College-which has around 15,000 
students enrolled - was one of more than 
400 UK schools and colleges to receive 
bomb threats. The schools were all sent 
emails which claimed devices had been 
planted and demanded cash. 

Police said a ‘number of schools’ in the 
West Midlands had received the email, but 
did not confirm which institutions were tar¬ 
geted. 

A statement released by the force said: 
“We are investigating emails sent to a num¬ 
ber of schools in the West Midlands making 
bomb threats - at this stage it is believed 
they are false and malicious.” 

The hoaxes come two years after a spate 
of fake threats were sent to schools across 
the West Midlands.

Former enemies put the 
war aside for friendship 



IT was 1943 and both men were 
soldiers of the Second World War 
- fighting on opposite sides of the 
battlefield in the African desert. 

Seven decades on and 93-year-old Gra¬ 
ham Stevenson, from Walsall, classes for¬ 
mer enemy and German soldier Karl Frie¬ 
drich “Charley” Koenig as a good friend. 

Mr Stevenson - who went on to fight in Nor¬ 
mandy where he was caught in his arm by gun¬ 
fire - was a machine gunner for the Sherwood 
Ranger Yeomanry Tank Regiment. 

After the battle of El Alamein where he 
bailed out of a tank as a 17-year-old, he took 
part in the hard fighting all along the way from 
Alamein through Tunisia. 

The pair first came into contact - without 
knowing - in Tunisia in March 1943, when the 
British and opposition tanks stalked one an¬ 
other. Mr Koenig, 94, was part of the German 
5th Panzer Division and saw his part in the war 
come to an end in May that year, when he was 
taken prisoner by the Americans and trans¬ 
ported to camps in Arkansas, Oklahoma, Lou¬ 
isiana, Belgium, and England before returning 
home in 1947. 

In 1991, he sought out the Sherwood Rang¬ 
ers and found Ken Ewing, who was head of the 
southern branch of the Sherwood Rangers Old 
Comrades’ Association. 

He was invited to join the group as an hon¬ 
orary member and now, Mr Stevenson and Mr 
Koenig are the only members of the group left 
alive to have fought in Africa almost 75 years 
ago. Their friendship has transcended the bru¬ 
tality of war to reveal mutual respect. 

“Karl wears a British beret and a cap badge 
featuring the Sherwood Rangers Yeomanry, my 
regiment,” said Mr Stevenson. He was captured 
on the desert and whisked off to the United 
States to a prisoner of war camp. He ended up 
being moved to England when the war was still 
on - he could speak very good English and was 
more or less an informal interpreter. 

“He was in with a couple who had a son who 
was virtually his age, who was away at sea. It 
was quite the thing, at weekends, to dress him 
up in their son’s clothes and go down to the pub. 

“Because he had a bit of an accent they said 
it was their nephew from Canada or something 
like that.” 

They properly met one another at the reg¬ 
iment’s annual get-together in Nottingham

about a decade ago - since then, they’ve spoken al¬ 
most every year since. He said: “We accepted him, 
put the tanks away, we weren’t fighting anymore.” 

Both Mr Stevenson and Mr Koenig regularly visit 
Normandy for the anniversary of the D-Day land¬ 
ings. Despite Mr Koenig not being involved in the 
battle, he is welcomed back each year - sporting his 
adopted British beret with pride. 

Mr Stevenson, who was just 16 when he enlisted 
to join the Army - telling the recruitment officer he 
was 18 and just days away from turning 19, added: 
“We’re just two blokes together that have got expe¬ 
riences in common but from the other side of the 
fence. When you stop fighting, you’re just two peo¬ 
ple. You treat people equally. 

“If you don’t forgive, you’re just extending the 
wartime atmosphere. There was some awful Nazis 
but they were very much in the minority. Otherwise 
they were just the same as we were, they were doing

a job they didn’t want to do and had been ordered 
to do it.” 

To mark the 75th anniversary of their fight in the 
desert, the World War II History Project is launch¬ 
ing a crowdfunding campaign to bring the pair back 
together one more time this summer in England 
then in Normandy. 

Heather Steele, from the United States, who has 
helped them both get to Normandy for a number of 
years, wants to be able to record a film of the pair 
together. 

A total of $25,000 is needed to cover travel costs, 
a videographer and his travel, admin costs and the 
production of a video to be shared with the public 
and to be developed into curricula for school chil¬ 
dren of all ages and college students.

Audi buyer 
jailed after 
police find 
stun gun 

A CAR hire manager got more than he 
bargained for when he bought an Audi 
A6. Daoud Musa did not realise there 
was a Taser disguised as a torch among 
tools sold with the vehicle - resulting in 
him being sentenced to 15 months in 
jail, although it could have been longer. 

But a judge ruled there were excep¬ 
tional circumstances which allowed him 
to reduce the five year minimum jail 
term set for the offence. 

The 28-year-old drove into trouble 
while tracing a hire car that had been 
dumped in the Black Country. 

He missed a turning and was in col¬ 
lision with an HGV as he ‘spun round’ 
on the forecourt of a car wash in Moxley 
Road, Darlaston on May 27 2016, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. 

There was a confrontation that re¬ 
sulted in an emergency call to police 
in which it was claimed the defendant 
was armed with a knife. Officers rushed 
to the scene and found the Taser while 
searching the Audi for the non existent 
bladed article. 

Musa maintained he thought it was 
a torch and had used it as such but Mr 
Tim Sapwell, prosecuting insisted: “You 
knew it was a stun gun.” 

The defendant argued: “A police of¬ 
ficer searched me for a knife and found 
none. I genuinely thought I had done 
nothing wrong and told him to search 
my car as well. I would not have said 
that if I knew there was a stun gun in 
the vehicle.” 

Musa from Thames Road, Blakenall, 
Walsall pleaded guilty to possession of 
a disguised firearm in the middle of his 
trial on the basis that he did not know it 
was a stun gun. This was not accepted 
by the prosecution and Judge Dean Ker¬ 
shaw was asked to decide the matter. 

Ironically the weapon had a fault and 
would not have worked, confirmed the 
judge.

PCC reveals 
dates when 
police bases 
set to close 

CLOSURE dates have been set for 
eight police stations in the Black 
Country that have been earmarked 
to shut. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson will 
decide on the proposal, which would 
save the force £5 million, at a meeting 
on Tuesday. 

Under the plan, Bilston’s Prouds 
Lane station would close this summer. 

Sedgley will close the following year 
while Oldbury, Wednesfield, Aldridge 
and Tipton will close in 2020. 

Smethwick will close in 2021 and 
Wednesbury in 2022. 

All eight stations cost almost £lm 
a year to run, according to the PCC. 

Wendy Morton, MP for 
Aldridge-Brownhills, says she is un¬ 
happy with the planned closure of 
Aldridge Police Station and has op¬ 
posed the scheme. 

In a report ahead of the meeting, it 
was said there had been little or no 
opposition from people in Dudley and 
Sandwell about the closures. But the 
concerns raised by Ms Morton are 
being addressed by the sector unit 
commander. 

Fears were also raised over re¬ 
sponse times and the future status of 
the buildings if the closure were ap¬ 
proved. 

In Wolverhampton, MP Emma 
Reynolds said the consultation period 
was too short. 


Green spaces in 
protection hope 

THREE green spaces in Walsall could 
be protected forever under new plans. 

Walsall Council’s cabinet will con¬ 
sider submitting an application to 
Fields in Trust to create three new 
Fields in Trust, which would be at 
Palfrey Park, Fibbersley Local Na¬ 
ture Reserve and Willenhall Memo¬ 
rial Park. As part of the plans, the 
council hopes to create a living legacy 
to mark the World War I centenary 
through Willenhall Memorial Park 
which would be protected forever as 
centenary fields. 

If successful, the new dedications 
will add to previous green spaces in 
trust around the borough such as the 
Queen Elizabeth 11 Fields which were 
created through a grassroots legacy 
from the momentous events in 2012. 


20m mast plan 

A 20-METRE high telecomms mast 
could be installed on a street in Wal¬ 
sall. Plans have been put forward by 
Hutchinson & EE to put up the mast 
in front of the Collingwood Centre in 
Hillingford Avenue, Pheasey.

Heartbroken families' 
tribute to crash pals

THE HEARTBROKEN parents of two 
teenagers killed in a crash in the 
Black Country have paid tribute to 
their sons. 

Alexander Lees, aged 19, died along with 
Tarik Campbell, 18, following the tragedy 
on Broadway West last Tuesday night. 

Pictures of the pair, who were both on the mo¬ 
torbike, which was in collision with a Rover car, 
have now been released by the families through 
West Midlands Police. 

A 58-year-old man who was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of drink driving and causing death by 
dangerous driving has been released under in¬ 
vestigation. Alexander was at Sandwell College 
and planned to go to Coventry University in Sep¬ 
tember to study aeronautical engineering, it has 
been revealed. 

His parents said: “Alex loved life. He could 
never sit still and was always on the go, he lived 
every moment to the fullest. 

“Standing at 6ft 4ins tall, he was a big charac¬ 
ter and always had amazing ideas. 

Talented 

“His main love was for motorbikes, but he also 
loved computers and his guitar. Words cannot 
begin to express how much we will miss him.” 

They added: “He was so talented and loved 
time with his friends and family. Who knows 
what the future would have brought for our only 
son? He was taken, along with his friend, far too 
soon. We love you and we miss you, son.” 

Tank’s family said: “Tarik was a well-loved 
son, grandson, brother, cousin and nephew. As 
well as that, he was a good friend and we couldn’t 
be more proud of him. He was a hardworking and 
well-mannered young man and a huge role model 
for all of his siblings. 

“He was a genuine kind-hearted person and 
his personality shined all the time. Tarik will 
be missed so much by everyone who knew him. 
We appreciate all of the support and tributes for 
both Tarik and Alex.” 

The fatal crash happened between the junc¬ 
tions of Lord Street and Alexandra Road at 
11.30pm. Both teenagers were pronounced dead 
at the scene. Pc Karl Davies from West Midlands 
Police appealed for any witnesses to come for¬ 


ward saying: “We are appealing for information from 
anyone who saw what happened. Broadway is one of 
the main routes into Walsall and I’m sure that other 
road users will have witnessed the collision or the 
bike riding along the road. We would also appeal for 
anyone who may have dashcam footage showing what 
happened to get in touch.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokesman 
Murray MacGregor said: “Sadly, despite their efforts, 
it was not possible to save either man and they were 
both confirmed dead on scene. Ambulance staff would 
like to thank the police officers at the incident who 
assisted with CPR.” 

People living by the crash site spoke of their shock 
at the deaths of the young men following the incident. 


One neighbour, who asked not to be named, said: “My 
husband heard a loud bang at about 11pm and went 
outside. The boys were lying in the road. He called an 
ambulance. Everyone was outside. All the neighbours. 
“One of our neighbours was doing CPR. It was ter¬ 
rible.” 

Bouquets of flowers and touching messages have 
been laid by tearful friends and family on the pave¬ 
ment. One tribute reads: “Alex, taken too soon, God 
bless” and another said “Tarik you will be sorely 
missed - taken too soon from us.”

Property owner 
pleads not guilty

Sundeep Singh Sidhu was respon¬ 
sible for the building that used to 
be The Three Crowns pub in Sutton 
Road, Walsall, which closed down in 
2007. The 35-year-old, of Little Aston 
Park Road in Sutton Coldfield, has 
been charged with four counts of fail¬ 
ure to comply with a fire safety order, 
pleading not guilty to all counts. 

He will next appear at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on April 12 for trial, 
and is on unconditional bail until 
then.

WALSALL does not have major prob¬ 
lems with segregation - the council’s 
leader has insisted after the town 
was one of five areas targeted by the 
Government to improve integration of 
ethnic minorities. 

A new integration strategy will be 
rolled out to promote British values 
in schools and provide extra English 
language courses in an effort to reach 
communities where there is deemed 


to be a lack of integration. The pro¬ 
gramme is part of a £50 million invest¬ 
ment by the Government to try and 
improve community relations. 

English courses will predominantly 
target women from minority commu¬ 
nities to encourage them to integrate 
and find jobs. 

Communities Secretary Sajid Javid 
said there was a ‘segregation problem’ 
in some of England’s schools and ac¬ 


tion was needed to tackle it. He also 
said too many parts of the country 
were divided. 

However, Sean Coughlan, leader of 
the Labour-run Walsall Council said: 
“We were invited to take part in the 
pilot by the Government in recogni¬ 
tion of our excellent work on commu¬ 
nity cohesion. 

“The issue is the way the Govern¬ 
ment is trying to put this across. I 


work on a daily basis in community 
centres and I see some fantastic co¬ 
hesion going on and people getting 
on with their lives. Women are des¬ 
perately trying to learn English. The 
problem is the Government cut back 
the funding a few years ago. 

“I really see this as a positive. I 
would be foolish to believe there aren’t 
tensions anywhere but that happens 
in every community.”

Sex pest in 
web profile 
sting jailed 
for a year 

A MAN has been jailed for attempt¬ 
ing to groom a 13-year-old girl over 
the internet with the intention of 
having sex with her. What 41-year-old 
Lee Bowen did not know was that the 
teenager did not exist and instead he 
had been lured into a trap by a mem¬ 
ber of an action group called Keeping 
Kids Safe, a court heard. 

The factory worker, from Walsall, 
communicated with the decoy for a 
month before suggesting they met, 
said Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

An internet profile had been cre¬ 
ated by the group under the name 
of Penny, who was allegedly from 
Nottinghamshire, and initially given 
an age of 14, despite users having to 
be 18 or over to use the site, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown court heard. 

Bowen remarked on her age and the 
decoy replied she was really 13, not 
14, the court heard. 

Following the first communication 
on January 3, they messaged each 
other over the next four or five weeks, 
and Bowen eventually sent ‘her’ a pic¬ 
ture of his private parts. 

During their messaging he several 
times referred to the age gap between 
them and initially said he would not 
meet her until she was 17 but then 
they talked about meeting up at KFC 
for food. “The defendant then took 
things to a higher level, talking about 
kissing her, playing with her and hav¬ 
ing sex in the back of his car,” said 
Mr Spratt. 

Bowen arranged to meet ‘Penny’ at 
the Merry Hill public house on Febru¬ 
ary 11 but was instead met by police 
officers who arrested him. 

Bowen, of Southbourne Avenue, 
Walsall, admitted attempting to meet 
a girl under the age of 16 with a view 
to grooming her. He was jailed for 
12 months and made the subject of a 
sexual harm prevention order for 10 
years.

£360,000 cash boost 

for community project

VOLUNTEERS at a vandal-hit 
community project for adults 
with learning disabilities are 
celebrating after receiving 
more than £360,000. 

Five years ago, the Goscote 
Greenacres Community Garden 
project was set up to support 
adults with physical and learning 
disabilities, as well as address is¬ 
sues such as isolation and loneli¬ 
ness amongst the elderly 

The site is also used by residents, 
school groups and others from so¬ 
cial care and inclusion communities 
to encourage local people who share 
common interests and experiences to 
grow their own produce by coming to¬ 
gether in a safe, interesting and social 
environment. Now, a total of £360,313 
has been awarded in National Lottery 
money through the Big Lottery Fund. 

Inclusion 

It comes after thieves targeted the 
garden three times in a single week 
in July last year when a hosepipe and 
four hanging baskets, which had been 
arranged with flowers by users of the 
community garden, were stolen. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, Wal¬ 
sall Council’s portfolio holder for so¬ 
cial care and inclusion welcomed the 
news. She said: “We would never have 
reached the stage we’re at without the 
support of numerous volunteers who 
have given up their time. I’m confi¬ 
dent that the project can now move 
forward and enrich the lives of our 
residents who use and support the 
service. 

“We hope that the Goscote Greena¬ 
cres Community Garden project is a 
model that can be replicated in other 
communities with similar issues.” 

Until now, the project has received 
its funding direct from the local au¬ 
thority, after being launched by Wal¬ 


sall Council Adult Social Care service 
in partnership with Walsall Adult 
Community College. But with support 
from the Big Lottery Fund guaran¬ 
teed, the committee that oversees the 
initiative can now move forward with 
plans to further develop the grounds 
surrounding the Goscote Centre. 

This includes maximising the site 
and ensuring all 42 plots are occu¬ 
pied by local residents and groups and 


continuing with its volunteer scheme, 
which currently includes 17 volun¬ 
teers working on site - 14 of whom 
have a registered disability. 

Work experience opportunities will 
also be given to local people while a 
vegetable scheme will be introduced 
for people who are housebound or 
have poor mobility. The council are 
now working with the project partners 
to establish the project’s next steps. 


Other benefits include maintaining 
fishing rights with disabled access to 
the adjacent Wyrley and Essington 
Canal, generating revenue by selling 
locally grown produce in the farm 
shop and working in partnership with 
the Goscote Centre to help maintain 
walkways and provide educational 
sessions on horticulture for the ben¬ 
efit of adults with complex learning 
disabilities.

One-way traffic 
due with works 

A MAIN road will become one-way for 
a month when a roadworks scheme 
gets under way. 

Traffic will only run north on 
Thornhill Road, Streetly, between 
the junctions of Chester Road and 
Hardwick Road between April 3 and 
April 29. Drivers have been warned 
to expect major disruption during the 
works as restrictions will be in place 
24 hours a day.

No burial fees 
for under-16s 

FEES will not be charged for the buri¬ 
al or cremation of any child under the 
age of 16. 

Walsall Council has announced it 
has agreed to remove the fee citing it 
‘only right and proper’ that the exist¬ 
ing burial and cremation fees in the 
borough were waived. 

Councillor Ian Shires, portfolio 
holder for community, leisure and cul¬ 
ture said: “Dealing with the death of a 
baby or a child is simply devastating. 

“The council does not want to add to 
the stress of grieving parents at such a 
time. It is the least we can do.” 

Cash and chickens 
stolen during raid 

CASH and chickens were stolen by 
bogus officials from the home of a 
‘vulnerable’ elderly couple. 

Three men struck at the home in 
Great Wyrley last week - claiming to 
be from the water board and that the 
homeowners needed help with their 
water at 2.30pm last Tuesday.

UNSURPRISINGLY, public opinion is di¬ 
vided over plans to extend the badger 
cull to include Staffordshire.

Police no longer has police stations in 
Walsall and Dudley, two of the biggest 
towns in the force area. It is also planning 
to shut down a further 24 stations, which 
will leave many of our suburban and vil¬ 
lage communities without a base, saving 
the force an estimated £5 million a year. 

Police and crime commissioner David 
Jamieson says the cuts are necessary 
to protect the number of officers as the 
force faces a squeeze on finances.

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Unwelcome U-turn on Brexit by Labour Party 


IT is sad that the Labour Party is rat¬ 
ting on its supporters who voted for 
Brexit, by now embracing a Customs 
Union and even possibly a Single Mar¬ 
ket (the key pillars of the European 
Union). 

Former MP David Winnick’s support 
for continued membership of the EU 
cost Labour the Parliamentary seat in 
Walsall North a ward where, like Blak- 
enall, the vote for Brexit was around 75 
per cent, including mine. 

Many people are confused as to 
what is exactly meant by the Customs 
Union and the Single Market and the 


differences. The EU Customs Union is 
a group consisting of EU Member 
States (plus a few territories that are 
not EU members such as Monaco and 
the Isle of Man) that have joined to¬ 
gether to remove tariffs, taxes and quo¬ 
tas on goods. Furthermore members 
of the Customs Union also agree to 
impose tariffs/taxes (all member coun¬ 
tries agreeing the same level of tariff or 
tax) on goods entering from countries 
outside the Customs Union. 

So, if the UK remains in a EU Cus¬ 
toms Union, it cannot set its own 
tariffs on goods coming from outside 


the Union, from US, China, Japan, 
India, etc and therefore the logic is for 
the UK not to belong to the Customs 
Union, given the referendum result. 

As regards the EU Single Market 
- membership of this requires free 
movement of goods, services, capital 
(money) and people between member 
states. Unless the EU agrees to com¬ 
promise, it is not logical that the UK 
can stay in the Single Market and at 
the same time honour the result of the 
referendum.

Leader tells EDL march 
organisers to stay away

ENGLISH Defence League 
protesters are set to return 
to Walsall next month - but 
have immediately been told 
to stay away. 

The far-right group announced 
they are heading to Walsall on Sat¬ 
urday, April 7 but have been told 
by council leader Sean Coughlan 
‘this is not the place for the EDL.’ 

The group said in a statement that 
it was planning to march in Wolver¬ 
hampton but had now switched it to 
Walsall. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “I’m dis¬ 
appointed they have chosen to do it in 
our town when there are not any issues 
that they recognise in their view of the 
world. The EDL try to create divisions 
rather than bringing people together. 
We’re trying to do the opposite. This is 
not the place for the EDL.” 

Divisions 

Mayor of Walsall Marco Longhi said 
the group’s sole aim was to create di¬ 
visions in communities. 

He said: “One of the things I’ve done 
since becoming mayor of the town 
has been working extremely hard in 
getting to know some of the diverse 
communities we have in the town. We 
have got an enormous amount of good¬ 
will and we should be shouting about 
that in Walsall. 

“Anything that comes into the town 
and rather than build bridges tries to 
do exactly the opposite should be re¬ 
sisted as much as possible.” 

The Mayor said the EDL’s claims 
about issues in the town were ‘just a 
ruse to inflame communities’. 

He added: “I absolutely do not wel¬ 
come the EDL coming to Walsall. I 
would much rather they didn’t. 


“They seem to thrive on wanting 
to drive division. It’s very unwelcome 
and I just wish they would find some¬ 
thing better to do with their time.” 

The EDL said the demonstration in 
Walsall would pass off peacefully and 
claimed their visit would be supported 
by people in the town. 

Nine arrests were made the last time 
the EDL marched through the town in 


August 2015. The group, formerly led 
by right-wing activist Tommy Rob¬ 
inson, has been accused of spreading 
anti-Muslim hate in towns and cities 
across the UK. 

The EDL has previously made 
claims about Walsall having a problem 
with child exploitation and parts of 
the town being ‘no-go areas’ - both of 
which have been rubbished by police.

Over 50 
losses 
after care 
service cut 

OVER 50 staff are going to be made redun¬ 
dant after a service which cares for people in 
Walsall will close due to cuts. 

Holly Bank House will shut at the end of June due 
to proposed changes to the rehabilitation services by 
Walsall Council and 56 staff based at the home in 
Coltham Road, Willenhall, will lose their jobs. 

The service, which has a 


‘good’ rating from the Care 
and Quality Commission 
(CQC), cares for up to 21 
people on the site temporar¬ 
ily before they can return 
home and over 100 in their 
own home for individuals 
who require care for demen¬ 
tia, substance misuse, and 
learning or physical disabil¬ 
ities. 

The service is provided by 
Walsall Council with Com¬ 
munity Healthcare Therapy 
and funded by Walsall CCG 
through the Better Care 
Fund. 

A new model of care will 
be in place instead where 
a number of short term 
Nursing Home placements 
will be commissioned by 
Walsall CCG to provide care 
and Community Healthcare 
Therapists will support

their rehabilitation pro¬ 
gramme. 

Portfolio holder for so¬ 
cial care, councillor Diane 
Coughlan said: “Health and 
Social Care services to sup¬ 
port people on discharge 
from hospital in Walsall are 
being developed. The new 
model of care will mean 
that people receive support 
on discharge from hospital 
more quickly and in a more 
cost effective way.” 

The proposed changes to 
the rehabilitation service 
have been in discussion for 
a number of weeks but have 
only recently been finalised. 

Staff affected were con¬ 
sulted at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity, in line with usual 
staff consultation proce¬ 
dures.

Armed robbers raid 
petrol station shop 


ARMED robbers demanded mon¬ 
ey from terrified staff at a petrol 
station during a late-night raid. 

Two men stole cash after storming 
into the Morrisons petrol station shop 
in Middle Piece Way, Willenhall. 

They arrived as staff were getting ready 
to close up at midnight. 

A spokeswoman for West Midlands Police 
said: “Police were called to reports of an 
armed robbery at Morrisons petrol station, 
Middle Piece Way, Willenhall, at around 
11.30pm on Saturday. 

“Two offenders - one believed to be car¬ 
rying a metal bar - entered the shop and 
demanded money from staff. 

“They made off with a quantity of cash.” 

It came just four days after the News and 
Booze off-licence in Ablewell Street, Wal¬ 
sall, was targeted by raiders. 

Shop owner Shamim Khan and his son 
Romush had a ‘scuffle’ before the 18-year- 
old was attacked with an unknown spray on 
Tuesday, March 6. 

Customers 

The robber then pulled a handgun on 
Romush and customers before exiting the 
shop with a ‘couple of hundred pounds’ and 
a haul of cigarettes. No-one involved in the 
incident was injured, police said. 

Willenhall South councillor, Diane 
Coughlan, said she was ‘losing count’ of the 
number of raids and break-ins in the town. 

“I am totally shocked about this,” she 
said. “I just hope the staff are okay and that 
the police are able to get them, e’ve got to 
clamp down on this in the town.” 

It is not known whether the two raids are 
linked. Between February 2017 and Janu¬ 
ary this year, there have been 100 recorded 
incidents of robbery in Willenhall.

Politician calls 
for crackdown 
on poor quality 
rented homes 

LABOUR’S shadow housing minister 
has urged councils to clampdown on 
rogue landlords leaving thousands of 
tenants ‘living in hazardous conditions’. 

John Healey said the West Midlands 
was one of the worst in the country in 
terms of the poor quality of its private 
rented homes, with around one in four 
properties not fit for people to live in. 

Speaking during a visit to Walsall, he 
warned the health of tenants was being 
put at risk by faulty electrical wiring, 
chronic damp and vermin infestations. 
But Mr Healey praised the borough 
council for its efforts to force unscrupu¬ 
lous landlords to improve conditions in 
their properties. 

“It is a major problem everywhere, 
but the West Midlands has a bigger 
problem than most other places when it 
comes to private rented homes that are 
not up to scratch,” he said. 

“There are too many tenants who 
just can’t get their landlords to do what 
they should. In fact, one in four private 
rented homes don’t even qualify as 
being fit for human habitation. 

“I’m talking about properties with 
faulty electrical wiring that can cause a 
fire, condensation or damp, they’ve got 
vermin infestations.” 

Mr Healey said Labour was leading 
legislation which it had got the Govern¬ 
ment to back proposals to give tenants 
the legal right to take their landlord to 
court if they did not make necessary im¬ 
provements. “But in the meantime, peo¬ 
ple need a council like Walsall to step in 
and lean on landlords that aren’t doing 
the job,” he said. 

During his visit, Mr Healey met with 
Walsall council leader Sean Coughlan to 
discuss new plans for a licensing scheme 
for private landlords in the town. 

Mr Healey added: “All credit to the 
council for putting this in place. It 
shouldn’t be needed, but it is.”

Before the match his No 7 team shirt was laid 
on the half-way line while his team mates, wearing 
black arm bands, lined up on the centre circle for the 
silent tribute. 

They were joined by Alex’s parents Mike and 


Fiona Lees and grandparents Irene and Bill Grif¬ 
fiths, as well as club chairman-manager John Taylor. 

Mr Lees said his son had played for the club since 
he was five. 

“He grew up in the club and I loved coming to 
watch him play. We were very proud of him. 

“We’ve been inundated with wonderful messages 
from players and former players who travelled to the 
club from far and wide after the game to speak to us, 
which has been a consolation to us. 

“People have said such positive things about him. 

“You know your son as a parent but it’s at times 
like this, when you hear other people’s reflections, 
that you fully realise what a really nice young man 
he was.” 

Mr Lees said his son, a second-year engineering 
student at Sandwell College, had only had his mo¬ 
torbike for four months but was an experienced mo- 
tocross rider.

Street admits 
skills shortage 
is top priority

METRO Mayor Andy Street has admitted that tackling the West Mid¬ 
lands’ chronic skills shortage is “the single biggest political chal¬ 
lenge I face this year.” 

And he has called on business to back ambitious plans for the region to take 
more control of education in a bid to plug the skills gap. Set to meet with new 
Education Secretary Damian Hinds in the next fortnight, Mr Street said he 
would be pushing a new regional skills plan targeting advanced manufacturing, 


construction and digital training. 

For the plan to work, however, the re¬ 
gion needed “more cash and more power” 
to hold colleges and schools to account. 

Mr Street said he supported the idea of 
the Apprenticeship Levy, but 60 per cent of 
the money raised was going to the Treasury 
instead of being spent on training. 

Despite facing Whitehall opposition, he 
said he would continue trying to get Levy 
money raised in the West Midlands re¬ 
turned to the region to spend on training. 

The Metro Mayor was speaking at a 
breakfast debate between two of the re¬ 
gion’s leading political and business figures. 

Facing him across the table at The Haw¬ 
thorns was Lord Digby Jones, former head 
of the CBI and one-time Trade Minister. 

Disparate 

Black Country-based property and in¬ 
vestment family the Richardsons brought 
the pair together in front of an invited au¬ 
dience of more than a hundred business 
people. 

Central TV veteran presenter Bob War- 
man acted as MC, raising a laugh when he 
dubbed the physically disparate duo “Little 
& Large”. 

Lord Jones received a lot of backing from 
the audience when he called for a new law 
to stop bigger firms “bullying” their smaller 
suppliers by forcing them to accept longer 
payment terms. 

Taking questions from the floor, Lord 
Jones was talking about the damage the

collapse of Wolverhampton-based Carillion 
had caused to its suppy chain companies. 
Many firms forced to accept longer payment 
terms would now not get paid at all, he said. 

“We should have a criminal charge so 
that financial directors face prosecution if 
they change contracts and payment terms 
unilaterally. 

“Something big has to happen to help 
small business get paid on time by big busi¬ 
nesses,” said Lord Jones. 

And Andy Street took the opportunity 
to applaud the work of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce in aiding the supply 
chain companies struggling in the wake of 
Carillion’s collapse. 

Despite campaigning to leave the EU, 
Lord Jones described himself as a ‘reluctant 
Brexiteer’ and said negotiating the UK’s de¬ 
parture was “going to be damn difficult”. 
But many countries outside the EU were 
keen to strike new trade deals with Britain, 
he said. 

Mr Street admitted he had voted to re¬ 
main but said part of his job now was ensur¬ 
ing Government understood what the West 
Midlands needed from a Brexit deal. 

While exports only accounted for eight 
per cent of GDP in London, in the West 
Midlands it was 24 per cent. “I think a good 
deal will be done for the West Midlands, but 
probably at the 11th hour of the 11th day,” 
said Mr Street. 


Drivers facing nightly closures 


MOTORISTS will be diverted for six weeks 
when a stretch of motorway on the M54 is 
shut overnight from April. The work will 
see the westbound carriageway from junc¬ 
tion 2 of the M54 near the i54 business es¬ 
tate to junction 10A of the M6 for Essing- 
ton, closed from 8pm until 6am. 

Work will begin on April 3 and clearly 
signed diversion routes will be put in dur¬ 
ing the necessary closures, which have been 
agreed with the Staffordshire County Coun¬ 
cil. It is expected that the work will be fin¬ 
ished on May 10. A diversion will see traffic 


taken through the A460 in Featherstone 
and Shareshill, along the M6 until junction 
12, the A5 to Gailey roundabout and down 
the A449 near Four Ashes. 

Mark Round, spokesman for Highway 
England urged motorists to be patient while 
the work is carried out. 

Staffordshire County Councillor for 
South Staffordshire, David Williams, said: 
“It is going to put a strain on the A460 and 
obviously it is going to slow a lot of things 
up. But if it is essential maintenance hope¬ 
fully it will be done quickly.”

Legalise cannabis to 
stop the pain, says NIP

Revved up for show's return 


MP Michael Fabricant has 
made a desperate plea for 
Parliament to legalise canna¬ 
bis for medicinal purposes. 

The Lichfield Conservative, 
whose constituency includes 
Burntwood, said: “If a doctor says 
that cannabis is the only cure or 
the only way to alleviate pain, 
surely they should be legally al¬ 
lowed to prescribe that drug?” 

Mr Fabricant spoke on behalf of 
thousands of suffering patients, in¬ 
cluding Vicky Clarke, from Burnt- 
wood, who battles with multiple 
sclerosis, an illness he says has ‘deci¬ 
mated’ her family. 

Together with her husband Andy, 
they say cannabis is the only medicine 
that can ease the acute and stabbing 
pain caused by MS. 

Raising the issue with Home Office 
Minister Nick Hurd, Mr Fabricant 
said: “We are not talking about the 
general administration of cannabis; we 
are talking about the medical prescrip¬ 
tion of cannabis.” 

Mrs Clarke was diagnosed with Pri¬ 
mary Progressive MS in her mid-30s, 
just over a decade ago. 

The stabbing pain she experienced 
in her shoulder forced her to give 
up her job as a teacher in Walsall. 
After trying other treatments, can¬ 
nabis-based butter and marijuana 
smoothies immediately soothed her 
pain. But brushes with the law ensued. 

Mr Hurd told the House of Com¬ 
mons: “They still have to operate 
within the law. The law does permit 
the development, licensing and mar¬ 
keting of medicines, including those 
containing controlled drugs, such as 
cannabis. The Home Office and the 
Government are keeping this area 
under review.”

WOLVES fans’ support for Carl 
Ikeme helped Cure Leukaemia 
achieve a record-breaking year 
smashing the £2 million mark for 
the first time. 

Cash raised for the cancer charity 
will allow an expansion of a new hae¬ 
matology centre at the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham to go 
ahead. 

Wolves and their supporters have been 
thanked for helping make 2017 the char¬ 
ity’s most successful year. The charity 
reached its goal of raising an extra £lm 
during the year to make the hospital expan¬ 
sion a reality - around 10 per cent of which 
was raised through the Carl Ikeme appeal. 

The Wolves fanbase was left stunned 
when the popular goalkeeper was diag¬ 
nosed with acute leukaemia last summer. 

Shoot-out 

Several initiatives have been organised 
since, bringing in thousands of pounds for 
the charity, which operates with just five 
members of staff.

A total of £2.2 million was raised 
during the year for Cure Leukaemia, in¬ 
cluding the extra £1 million which will see 
the internationally renowned Centre for 
Clinical Haematology (CCH) at the hospi¬ 
tal double its capacity and treat 20,000 pa¬ 
tients a year. 

The sizeable donation will make up al¬ 
most a third of the total cost of the £3.4 
million hospital project.

Residents in appeal for 
CCTV to tackle fly-tippers

CALLS have been made to 
install CCTV on a fly-tipping 
hotspot following concerns 
from residents. 

Police have been asked to imple¬ 
ment the crime-busting measures 
on Forster Street in Smethwick 
where gas canisters were dumped. 

It comes as residents launched a 
petition lobbying Sandwell Council 
to take action on the road which is lo¬ 
cated next to two schools. 

Councillor Zahoor Ahmed said: “I 
am in favour of CCTV. When it comes 
to throwing rubbish we are looking 
into that quite seriously. 

“We have caught people and we are 
doing to take to court. We are doing 
all we can as a council to make sure 
things get cleared quickly. There are a 
lot of things happening and that is all 
we can do.” 

Removal 

Members of Sandwell Council vis¬ 
ited the site with the head petitioner 
where it was found that cleanliness 
levels had dipped to a level deemed 
unacceptable. 

The inspection found that the site 
needed urgent attention including 
the removal of the leaf litter and dis¬ 
carded gas canisters. In response to 
fly-tipping and anti-social behaviour 
Sandwell Council are considering the 
request to monitor the site. 

West Midlands Police have in¬ 
structed officers to patrol the area. 

The police were asked to consider 
whether CCTV could be installed at 
the site to deter behaviour and obtain 
evidence for enforcement action where 
appropriate. It comes as calls have also 
come for CCTV cameras to be installed 
at another dumping site in Halesowen, 
Dudley. Mounds of rubbish were left 


discarded on Shelah Road in Hale¬ 
sowen - with councillors saying there 
was ‘no need’ for it to happen. 

Belle Vale councillor Simon Phipps 
is calling on Dudley Council to bring in 
the crime tackling measures in a bid to 
catch offenders. 

He said: “There is absolutely no 
need or excuse for people dumping 
their rubbish at the side of the road 


like this. Shelah Road has unfortu¬ 
nately become a target for this activ¬ 
ity recently and they’ll carry on until 
something is done to catch offenders 
or prevent it from happening in the 
first place. 

“In a month that is supposed to be 
‘The Great British Spring Clean’ it is 
sad to see that some people treat our 
area in such a way.”

HUNDREDS of people have had a say on 
where new homes and businesses should be 
built across the Black Country in the next 20 
years.

Mark puts in hours and hours during 
rehearsals to make sure his shows are funny. 

“You just don’t know - sometimes :+ ’~ * u ~ 
little innocuous things that you’ve pu 
in to bridge from one moment to 
the next suddenly start getting 
a laugh, and you just wonder 
why. 

“Usually the penny 
drops and you see why. I 
don’t think anybody can 
really anticipate where 
the laughs will land, 
sometimes it’s just a 
simple movement that 
an actor does that’s 
funny. I would say 
about 80 per cent 
of stuff that we 
put in rehearsal 
lands and we 
don’t have to 
change, and 
there’s always a 
couple of things 
that you’re sad aren’t 
working and you have to 
change.” 

He says the most important 
thing is that people take their 
characters seriously, even in 
shows as silly as The Play 
That Goes Wrong. 

“As the actor playing it,

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No Lye-ing, this was perfect night out 


WE have a wonderful afternoon and evening. 
We had to - because it was by order of the 
Peaky Blinders! 

Having booked an evening meal at the Windsor 
Castle Inn in Lye we thought we’d try somewhere 
already renowned for its good food. And, perhaps just 
as importantly, a place that brewed its own award¬ 
winning beer on site and had a gin emporium. 

The Saturday just happened to clash with one of 
Sadler’s now famous Peaky Blinders-themed days 
and we were lucky to have stumbled across it. The 
only Peaky-style clothing I own is a Christmas T-shirt, 
which my wife, Kelly, banned me from wearing (it was 
approaching spring after all) so we went as we were. 


QUAINT 

However, many had made the effort and it really was 
a set back in time when we enjoyed a few meal drinks 
in Sadler’s Brewhouse & Bar, just behind Lye Railway 
Station, with live music and draft real ales. 

We then made our way to the Windsor Castle Inn, a 
five-minute walk, for our meal. The Windsor is a nice, 
quaint pub that always serves at least 10 of its own real 
ales. 

The brewery started in 1900, founded by Nathaniel 
Sadler, the great, great grandfather to Emily and Chris 
Sadler. It supplied its 12-tied public houses, the most 
famous being The Windsor Castle, the original brewery 
tap house, first based in Oldbury. 

Now in Lye, near Stourbridge, the brewery has once 
again become a thriving family-run microbrewery, 
owned by Chris Sadler, supplying public houses and 
supermarkets with Sadler’s cask and bottled ales 
throughout the Midlands and country. And there were 
plenty of groups enjoying brewery tours too - so if 
anyone fancies soaking up some of the pub’s rich 



history something like that would be worth a punt. The 
1920-inspired Dr Hardwicke’s Gin Emporium, which 
opened in the summer, also boasts more than 35 spirits. 

There was a little drama when we arrived as there had 
been a mix-up with our booking - and we didn’t exist 
according to their records. But after producing the email 
apologies were made and they found us a table for two. 
We were even offered a free round of drinks. 

As it was Peaky-themed night the pub was busy, so 
if you’re thinking of a romantic or quiet evening for two, 
it’s perhaps best to avoid such an evening. However, we 


loved the atmosphere and were treated superbly by the 
staff, who have also won awards for their service. 

So it was finally time to order some starters and I 
have to say we guessed right when we decided to share 
one because it was more than ample. We opted for the 
crab and scallop thermidor, which came with mixed 
leaves and homemade bread. Each homemade meal 
comes with a recommendation of the perfect pint of 
craft beer to accompany the food. For me, fish is always 
the number one option and luckily the Windsor Castle 
Inn has its fish delivered fresh from the markets every 


morning. The loin of cod, served with a seafood ragout, 
seasonal vegetables and a choice of dauphinoise or 
hand-cut chips stole the show. 

Kelly went for the pork medley, a trio of braised pork 
belly, pork and leek sausage, and grilled pork chop 
on a bed of creamy mashed potato served with black 
pudding, cider jus and seasonal vegetables. ‘Amazing’ 
was how she described it. 

So if you enjoy real ales, a selection of gins and some 
lovely homemade food, it’s worth giving The Windsor 
Castle Inn a try. JAMES DRIVER-FISHER

Karate ace still gets 
kick out of teaching 


A KARATE ace has rekindled his love 
for the sport thanks to his stepson’s 
curiosity. 

Joseph Mongan is a former Funakoshi 
world champion. He’s also an ex-World Ka¬ 
rate Federation European champion, a Com¬ 
monwealth bronze medalist, and a third Dan 
black belt. 

After admittedly falling out of love with a sport 
he has now rediscovered his passion after stepson 
Leo found his medals and his interest piqued. 

Joseph had run a successful academy in Ipswich, 
but left it behind to move to Staffordshire with his 
wife. Following the gentle nudge from Leo, Joseph 
set up JGM Karate Academy in Norton Canes, 
near Cannock, and his current crop are beginning 
to replicate his success. 

Three of them have picked up medals at national 
level, just two years since he opened the academy. 

“Leo was searching through some stuff and just 
happened to stumble across my medals and tro¬ 
phies in a box,” said Joseph. 

Impressive 

“He asked me if I would teach him, and that’s 
where it all started, really. I had an academy back 
in Ipswich which me and my brother ran, and we 
had a lot of success there - some of our students 
won some very impressive medals.” 

The JGM Karate Academy now boasts more 
than 100 members - the oldest a grandmother in 
her 70s - with training at Jerome Primary School, 
Norton Canes Community Centre and Burntwood 
Leisure Centre. The club’s first black belt vies to 
become a Dan in April and other club members are 
on their way to claiming belts. 

Joseph accepts members from all age groups, 
backgrounds and abilities, and they have recently 
competed at the Kyu Grade English National 
Championships - picking up four medals. 

Joe Morell, aged 16, the club captain, won bronze 
in the Kata. Sam Rushworth, 14, also picked up a 
bronze in Kata at the 14-15 age group, and Mya 
Brown, 11, bagged both a bronze in the Kata and a 
silver in the Kumite, making her a double national 
medalist. “Mya is looking at attending the British

Championships in May, and we’re working very 
closely with her,” said Joseph. 

“To be able to compete in both styles at her age 
is a fantastic achievement. 

“There’s international championships later in 
the year, in Poland and Venice. There’s a chance 
we could have members competing in those too.” 

There has also been success at the USA Open, 
Central England Championships, The Yorkshire 
Open and the KAA National Championships. 

“We have very high hopes for them and their 
futures,” added Joseph. 

But while there is success on the mat, Joseph 
admits money is sometimes a cause for concern, 
especially since Karate England cut the funding it 
used to provide. 

“The students deserve recognition, and the 
sport needs it,” he said. “We’re actively looking 
for sponsorships because equipment and travel to 
tournaments and such doesn’t come free. 

“Without the recognition and the Press for 
these events, people don’t know we need the 
sponsorship and it can be difficult at times. At the 
moment, parents fund the majority of event par¬ 
ticipation, and we do what we can to help. 

“For the English Nationals, we put on a raffle 
at the Christmas party. People were very kind and 


we made £100 for the students, which we contrib¬ 
uted towards the competitors’ fees, meaning they 
paid around £15 per event.” 

A 100 Kata challenge last week has so far raised 
around £350 which will help towards tournament 
entry and travel. More than 20 club members took 
part in the challenge to do 100 Katas. 

Joseph himself has also been sent back to school 
to learn a new style for his students. “I regraded 
Shotokan to help some of my students. It was a 
certainly a challenge!” he said. 

“It was a lot of hard work and a lot of late nights, 
but I got there. It’s very interesting the difference 
in fitness and strength conditioning required, but 
it sparks my enjoyment to be learning something 
new, and to develop and push myself.” 

Though his students’ medals are at the fore¬ 
front of his success, the 33-year-old says there 
are many more rewarding factors to teaching. It’s 
something he says has taken him by surprise. I 
was telling my wife, it’s almost unbelievable the 
variety of reasons that we have people come to the 
academy,” he added. 

Discipline 

“We’ve had people coming looking to learn basic 
self-defence, some coming to improve their fitness. 
You kind of expect those, but then on the other 
side of the spectrum we’ve had people come who 
are low on confidence and who use it help them 
grow. 

“Some come because they perhaps struggle to 
manage their anger, and the sport helps teach 
them discipline. We really have helped people in 
all ways, and it’s very rewarding.” 

With karate now an official sport for the 2020 
Olympics, Joseph hopes the academy can grow in 
line with the sport. 

“We’re working with academy associates at the 
moment and we just want to keep growing,” he 
said. “We’re looking to start a karate league soon 
and invite other clubs in the area so that we can 
raise the competition standard. 

“There’s the British Championships in May and 
we’ve got high hopes. I’m just looking forward to 
seeing how things go.”
